Aholishing Legal Teuder,
Fromthe N, Y, Tribiune.

Buppose the Supreme Court should adjndge
the Legal-lender not unconstitutional, what
wonld be the eflect npon existing contrasts,
npon currency, and upon bLasiness generally!

We answer:—

I. Much must depend upon the scope and
terme of that decision. We presume thers is
no likelihood that the Court will aflirm
broadly snd sbeolutely the inability  of the
Gouvernment, nnder the pressure of war and
with the peril of national overthrow and dis-
golution staring it in the face, to make its own
paper & legal tender. We feel confident that
the Court will make no decision #o sweeping
as this, And, if it merely bolds that the
power to make i1s own paper a legal tender is
essentially a war power—born of necessily
and peril, and dying with them~it will say
no more than theughtful, observant men
Liave very generally held, It will decide only
that (in the language of Burke) the extreme
medicine of the Constitntion must not be con-
verted into or confounded with its dafly
bread.,

II. The notes of (he United’ Btates known as
greenbacks derive their value from the facls
that the Governmeunt issued them, recoguizes
them, receives them for internal taxes, and
promiges to redeen them. That they are a

legal-tender may add somewhat to their cur- |

rent value, and may not; bat it does not create
that valne. Divest them of that peculiarity,
and it {8 quite probable that they will buy as
much beef, butter, and even gold, asz now.

1, We do not fully convar in the assertion
of our Washington correspondent that in onse
the Snpreme Counrl decides against legal ten-
der, forthwith *‘gold would be the mediam of
contracts and busineds, aud greenbacks would
be quoted at their valoe, just as they are
quoted in California and London at the pre-
gent thme.'” Oa the contrary, we suspact that
greenbacks would continue the ciroulating
medium, being gladly received for labor, for
goods, and in payment of most debts. Forour
own part we expect Lo take them and pay them
out in our dealings at their nominsl value
after puch decision just as we do now, and we
expeot others to do the same. Some oreditora
may refuse them; but we snspect that moat
creditors will be glad to get them. At all
events, we shoulj‘ like 1o receive forthwith &
large amount in gresnbacks, whethier in pay-
ment of old debts or as the coosideration for
new subsacriptions.

IV, Bai, it such s decision be rendsred, we
cannot doubt that it will basten a general re-
snmwption of gpevie payments. It will divest
neither greenbacks nor national hank notes of
the character of money, but it will impel us
to base that cheracter on substantial grounds.
Bank notes were seldom or never a legal
tender with us; and yet most of the payments
of the sevenly years preceding 1563 were
made in them. Ooes in ten thousand times,
you might enconnter & human hog who would
say, ‘'l will not take yonr bank mnotes—ihe
are not a legal-tender—I demand the ocoin;”
but thege extremely rare ingtances did not
affect the general rule that payments were all
but uniformly made aud received in bank
notes or checks of some kind, True, those
notes or checks were theoretically redesmable
in coin; but creditors accepted them not in-

negro to political rights, had & most detri.
mental efleot upon the proaperity of the
jsland. Tl& productions ran down to & very

low point, and the whole black population

Granted the elective franchize and the right
to hold office, they made politios their ohief
lueiness, and pegleoted indnstry and all nse.
ful purgnits, The attempt to place the two
races npou A political equality prodoced its
natural froits, and demonstrated the impossi
bility of successfully basing soclely and gov-
srnment npon such an order of thiogs.

The copgequence was Lhat the negroes grew
jealous of the whites, coveted all the offices,
aud claimed all power in the island. Finally,
under the instigation of their fanstioal
prenchers and brutal leaders, they formed a
conspiracy to massacre the white inhabitsnts,
plunder their properly, seize all the oflices,
and run things generally according to their
enlightened and humane notions. Dnt thare
happened to be a rather brave and energetio
Hoglish Governor at the head of aflalrs, of the
name of Hyre, who detected the conspiracy,
and made a pretty summary disposition of the
ringleaders, whioh caunsed a great Lowl to be
raized at the Fffub, on this side of the Big
Herring Pond, and at Exeter Iall, on the
other. Governor liyre has been pretty badly
| persecuted for dolng his duty, and there have
been times when it appeared as if he would
e saorificed to appease the wrath of the
negro worshippers. But, as yet, we believe,
he has escaped their vengeance, though re-
called fremn his offivial position as Colonial
Governor of Jamaioa.

Notwithstanding nearly all the publio men
in Bogland are more or less taluted with this
mock septimentalism about the negro, the
Lad the sagacity to discover where the difli-
culty lay in Jamaica, and the good sense and
firmness to apply the remedy. They saw that
Jamaicn was suflering from an overdose of
negro politics, and extracted the poison by
withdrawing the suifrage,

What has been the consequence? Ordar
bas been restored to the island, the negroes
Lave gone to work since they have found out
that this “man and brother'’ business was
played ont, aud it is said that the sugar orop
bas largely increased, and that the cofles
production shows an improvement of fifty per
cent,

Hera is a lessom by which this counntry
should profit. It proves, as we have ofien
urged, that makivg a politiclan of the negro
gpoils him as a laborer—that the Lwo races
canpot go on together in a state of politieal
eqnality—and that when the wistake of the
experiment is discovered, it I8 perfectly safe,
a8 well a8 wize and prodent, to retrace the
aleps which bhave been taken in the wrong
direction, and reslore white supremaey and
negro snbordination. We are goiug through
this experlence, and shall arrive al the same
end,

EBailway Management.
From the N, ¥, World,

As o matter of geueral interest and import-
ance, we reprinted {tom the Loudon Quarteriy
Review an argicle which gave sowe valaable
facts relative to railway management in Great
Britain and on the Continent. The Eoglish
railway system, from which our own is copled,
is shown to be a buge monopoly, & compura-
tive [ailure, and & thiog of the highest taritia
and the lowest profits. This, at least, is the
(Quarterly's view of the competitive system of
Great Dritain as compared with the Conti-
pevial system, where the leading lines are
built, owned, and ran by Government autho

DBanks were gometimes
run, and even broken; but generally by other
banka seldom by mere note-holders,

V. The one great obstacla to reconstraction
long ago was the reluctauce of our citizans to
measnre their property and pay their debts
by & gold standard. The farmer preferred a
high price for his prodnce, the merchant the
same for his goods; while the dabtor wanted to
pay bia debt with the least possible quantum
of his property, provided bhe should ever be
compelled to pay itatall. But this widespread
reluotance to coming down to hard pan cloaked
itself under a shallow, if not dishenest, appre-
hension that resumption, if attempted, could
not be meintained. And there is now danger
that those who wish resumption to fail will
achieve their emd Ly croaking and panic-
making., *“Give a dog a bad nams and hang
him;" and, if every one were to insist that
we can’t maintain our ourremoy at a specie
standard, we wmight poseibly fail to do so.
There was uwever an hour when our bauks
conld have maintained specie payments if
every one had clamored that this was impos-
sible,

VI, Aud yet we balieve that resumption will
goon result from the apprehended jundgment of
the Bupreéme Court, shonld that judgment be
rendered. The debtor inlerest, the specula-
ting interest, muost soon realize that specie
payments are inevitable, and will see that the
best course, even for them, i3 to taks the bull
by the horus, aud save onr paper currency by
making it equal to gold. Lstthe Treasury
pay guid for its notes, and let the banks re-
deew their issues in greeubacks, eack keeping
a small amount o coin to deal cat to those
who way gee it to demand it. Lot us all re-

nive that we will not breuk our Governmant

Had we simply adhered to the principles of
that sact, we should have quistly attained re-
gnmption (through the funding of our green-
baoks) long ere this. Dut the stipulated re-
demption was repealed by a subsequent aot,
in deference to some real or fancled pDecessity
of our gresy struggle: and, since then, our
eurrency has beea wmade up of broken pro-
mises—of promizes which are virtnsl confes-
slons of natioval bagkruptey., From this
ahysa of demoralization and dizhonor, it is
high thme that we emerged; avd If we can no
otherwise be spurred to honssty, we shall
refoioe to see the end achieved through a de-
vialon of the Buprems Court,

ways are built and managed, or mis.
mapaged, at the highest cost and the
lowest retnrn, whils the Continental
government-built railwaya are built and ran
g0 a8 to confer the largest amount of advan-
tage upon the users ol the roads, and at the
same time the ronds returu an abundant profit
on cost and expense of running and manage-
went. Now, there is a large class of econo-
wigsts in this country who say that practically
there is no competition in what we call the
competitive system; that railways are mis-
mansged monopolies; and that they onght to
be under the control of the majority, to wit,
the State or the General Government, which
is suppoeed to embody, or at least represent,
the interests of the majority, Dat it is evi-
dent enough that, till we have a civil service,
or a purer government than we have had for
eight years past, the gubmission of all our
ruilways to governmental conduot and gontrol
wounld result in a railway “ring,’’ with cor-
ruption surpassing that of whisky or any
otber ring.

Certainly, however, there 1z vast room for
railway relorm in this counutry., The article

which our compenies might take advantage of
to the great profit of themselves and to the
comfort and convenience of thsir onstomers.
It is ghown that the cheaper railway travel is
made, the greater the number of passengers
apd the surer aud larger the dividends., It is
not the Ligh-priced travel that paye. The
| second and third-rate passengers, who travel
because they are compelled to travel, and not
for pleasare, swell the receipts of railways.
The railroad of the future will transport pas-
gengers from New York to Bt Louis for 5,
aud to other points at proportionats rates, and
declare good dividends on this business,

Our hotel system is founded upon the same
preposterons potion upon which our railways
are run, that the rich are the ouly people who
travel. The majority of those who are obliged
to "keep moving'' are precisely the peopls
who are not able to pay 54 50 & day for board.
They are merchants, mechanici, laborers,
carpet-baggers, colored Congressmen from the
Soutlirrn States, and others for whom, on all
onr rallway lines apd in all our cities, must be
opened great oaravanserias—*Carpat-baggers’
Howmes''—where hach aud happineas cvan be
dispensed at a price not to exceed ldfty cents
per day.

Butleron the Tenurc -of-Ofice Law.

Butler’s proposition to repeal the Tenure-
of-Office law is the first step yet taken in Con-
regs baving partionlar relation to Graunt,
his ia the third proposition for the repoal of
the same sct that Cobngress has heard sinoe
the beginning of its present sesston. The lirst
came from Mr, Cary, of Ohio, and the sevend
was made by the President in his message,
aud thegs two Congress scarcely heard the
one, while it derisively laughed at the other.
Bat the same propoaition, coming from Butlar,
seems naturally to olaim s significance that
would not be accorded to it a8 coming fromx
almost any other man in the conntry. Butler's
relationa to the Honse are peculiar, and so are
his relationg to the incoming President. The
llepressntative from Massachusells (s a man
who must be heard, as the lHonse knows., e
cannot be gnabbed as any chance mao in the

be langhed down, as has been sufficlently
proved by the “bottle’ experiment in thst
way. Moreover, his political sagacity has
come to be recoguized In & very palpabls de.
gree by the fact that his simply taroiog his
attention to a subject gives it importance,
People recogunize that Le has been among the
first to disouss many things that subsequently
grew to great proportions in our national agi-
tatione, and thence infer, perliaps rather too
readily, that whatevar he tonches ia likely to
do the sgame. He has grown to be a leader of
thought in the House, however others may
nominally lead its action. Yet, with all this,
tue House is not sure of his feally to party—
not sure of his motives—and so hesitates what
to do with his proposition,

The merits of the cnse are clear. This law
was made Lo tie tlie hands of a Presldent not
in sympathy with Congress. It was made to
cripple the Presidential office, because in the
exercige of the powers given him by the Con-
stitution the President coald be tolerably in-
dependent of the dictation of the radical ma-
jority., This tyrannical majority, jeslous of
every power that could oppose it, stopped at
nothing in the effort to make itself supreme in
the government, and framed this law as the
most effective blow it conld deal at what was
always regarded as the proper constitational
Executive. Having made
thiz law to comitrol a Prezident hostile to
it, people wenld natarally suppose that Con-
gress, now that a President is elected of
its own views, would be ready to wipe out
that law and return to the true basis
of the Constitutiop. Dot there are some rea-
gons why it is not ready to do this. It has
enjoyed the power of Lolding the Kxeoutive
havd and foot for months, and it s not will
ing to lay that power sside. This was one of
the davgers that the framers of the Constita-
tion endeavored sedulously to gunard against
in adjusting the nice balance of oursystem;
but Congress cares l23s for the danger of the
Government a8 a whols than for its own power
in that Government. This is a plece of short-
sightedners that is universal in the history of
gimilar bodies. Auother reason is that there
is a lsrge section of the Republican party
which remembers that Grant was elected with-
oul any pledges, and that Le had never yet
given any evidence of that kind of radioal
temper that would satisfy Massachusetts.
They contemplate the possibility that they
way by-and-by be as eager to hold Grant as
ever they were to hold Johuson, and rightly
judge that this law once goue they cannot re-
epact it.

As must Ipevitably be the case with a erip-
pling law, this statute operates in two ways.
Made to prevent the Executive doing wrorg,
it equally prevents him doiog right, and it 1s
obvious how necessary it is that it shounld be
repealed if Graot is to do what is noiversally
expected of hin. He iz expeoted to make a
wholesale slasghter of the corrnpt offivials
that are in place onder this very law; but he
cannot remove & single rascal who has credit
with political canouses, cliqnes, and rings,
and cannot appoint & man who does not coms
cormmended to all the Senators on similar an-
thority, Were Butler, therefore, interested
in seeing the failure of Girant’s adwinistration
he might reasonably stand still and look on at
the operation of this mischievons law, and in
the absence of any exposition of his motives
he munst therefore receive credit for a mag-
nanimouns,disposition to let Grant start fair,
aud for a patriotic wish to get back to the
Constitution. Bt with whatever purpose he
has opened the most Important political mea-
gure of the session, and one the vote mpon
which will be siguoiiicant of the temper and
attitude of Congress toward Grant, & delermi-
nation not to repeal the law would ba & vote
of waut of coniidence in the new President.
